Capts. Phillips, Reynolds and McNamee resigned 
from the Police Department May 23, 1921, long before 
the present Police Board entered office. They were 
assigned by the Brockman board to the Municipa! 
Courts building as special investigators, which. in 
the opinion of the present ‘board, forfeited their rank 
and standing as police officers. Regarding them as 
civilian employes subject to dismissal at any time 
without the formality of a trial, the board did dismiss 
|them on Jan. 1, 1926. 

In 1922, for the fourth time in 40 years. a move. 
| ment was instituted to provide financial assistance 
to policeman after they have outlived their useful- 
ness. This resulted in the establishment two vears 
| later of a voluntary police relief fund. Members of 
the Police Department support this fund by contrib- 
| uting 5 per cent of their salaries. Under it pensions 
are paid to 133 persons, including dependents of po- 
'liceman who have served the required 25 years. Capt.

E men of the North are the only ones 
who are always searching for ideas, 
systems and programs.

HE Fascisti love to proclaim that al! the 

world hates them and that Htaly is sur- 
rounded by enemies. There is no doubt. 
however, that this is merely theatrical by- 
play to awaken the excitement of a natural- 
ly good-natured people. The name of Italy 
calls up too many memories and suggests 
too genial a tempo of life for the country 
to be capable of any real hate. Its wonder- 
ful language and its women are sufficient 
guaranties.
